Mrs. Marian Clark, wife of the man 
fou nd in the garage, was taken to Bothwell 
Ho sp ital by ambu lance, su ffering from 
shock. She was listed in satisfau tory 
co nditio n Monday morning. 
Three p istols and a sho tgu n were fou nd 
in the hou se by p olice. Sheriff Emmett 
Fairfax said Monday that an emp ty .38 - 
cabber and an emp ty 
44-caliber p istol 
were fou nd nex t to Clark’s body . A .22- 
cabber p istol was fou nd in the bathro o m 
where the women had hidden, it had not 
been fired. Clark’s sho tgu n was also fou nd 
in the hou se. Two sho ts had been fired with 
the sho tgu n and the third shell had 
jammed. 
Dey said p obce bebev ed the shootings 
were the resu lt of a do mestic q u arrel. The 
Clarks were in the p rocess of being 
div orced. He said that Edwards ap p arently 
had been retu rning home with so me ice 
cream when he was sho t. 
The Rev . Charles Hendrickso n, p asto r 
of Calv ary Bap tist Chu rch and fo r the 
Edwards, 
told

Monday that Mrs. Edwards told him there 
had been no q u arrel p rio r to the shootings. 
He said that Mrs. Edwards and Mrs. Clark 
did not know Clark was in Sedaba. 
Mr. Hendrickson said that Edwards had 
gone to chu rch earber Su nday ev ening and 
sto p p ed on his way ho me to bu y the ice 
cream. Edwards had arriv ed home and was 
walking to ward the hou se when he was

Fo rd i.s ex p ected to emp hasize do mestic 
issu es, su ch as the battles against infla­ 
tion and recessio n, when he rep o rts to 
Co ngress to night on the State of the 
Union this Bicentennial y ear. 
The President will address a jo int 
sessio n of Co ngress and a natio nal 
telev isio n au dience at 9 p .m. EST. 
D em o cratic lead e rs in C o ngress 
already hav e serv ed no tice that they 
hav e so me basic disagreem ents with 
Fo rd o v er eco no m ic p o licy . Tho se 
p o licy di.sp u tes are ex p ected to figu re 
p ro minently in this y ear’s electio n de­ 
bates. 
Fo rd wo rked du ring the weekend on 
his sp eech that is ex p ected to p ro p o se a 
fu rther cu t in inco me tax es bu t a hike in 
So cial Secu rity tax es. The sp eech is said 
to be a bro ad o v erv iew of do mestic and 
fo reign affairs, with mo re details to be 
annu nced Wednesday in Fo rd’s bu dget 
message. 


Gary Dey has been looking forward to a 
career in law enfo rcement since high 
school. His degree fro m Central Missou ri 
State Univ ersity was in criminal ju stice, 
and y et u ntil a mo nth ago he seemed to

He

enfo rcement to taled three months he 
wo rked for the sheriff s dep artment. 
Bu t on Dec. 19, Po lice Chief William E. 
Miller was dismissed by May or Jerry 
Jo nes, and Dey , at 22, fou nd himself 
interim p o bce chief. 
After one mo nth on the jo b, Dey has 
made some changes, bu t he concedes that 
as interim chief he canno t make the long­ 
term imp ro v ements he feels are necessary 
“ to p ro v ide a mo re p rofessional p o bce 
dep artment.” 
■Top s on Dey ’s bst of p rio rities is an 
increase in base p ay fo r p obce officers. Dey 
said that at the cu rrent rate of $5 15 p er 
mo nth ‘for new p atro lmen, some p olice 
o fficers mu st su p p lement their incomes by 
moonbghting and ev en food stamp s. One 
ex -officer told The Democrat-Cap ital he 
brings in $4 a week mo re in u nemp lo y ment 
co mp ensatio n than he did as a p o bceman. 
Ano ther change necessary , according to 
Dey , is "that v ariou s officers thro u gho u t 
the dep artment be rep laced.” He added 
that “this wou ld hav e to take p lace 
immediately , becau se of their p erfo rmance 
lev el.” He decbned to elabo rate or name 
names. 
Dey fav ors hiring a fu lltime narcotics 
officer for the p obce dep artment. He said 
the officer’s identity wou ld hav e to be 
co nfidential in o rder to allow him to work 
u nderco v er. Dey said he sees su ch an 
officer as one who cou ld bu ild rap p o rt with 
p erso ns in the dru g cu ltu re, allowing him 
to intro du ce o u tside agents who wou ld 
make actu al arrests. Any actu al arrests 
made by a local narcotics o fficer, according 
to Dey , wou ld “blow his co v er.” 
Other 
imp ro v ements 
fo r 
the 
local 
dep artment, in Dey ’s v iew, wou ld be to 
req u ire all officers to be gradu ates of the 
Highway Patro l Academy and be able to 
p ass a p hy sical training co u rse, as well as 
u ndergo fire training. He also thinks the 
dep artment shou ld create a canine u nit fo r 
p atro ls, that the detectiv e div ision shou ld

be ex p anded fro m one officer to three and

relations officers shou ld be named to deal 
with citizen concerns and the news media, 
resp ectiv ely . 
Dey said his su ggestions are “a mu st 
before any chief can come in here ” 
Howev er, he feels, “I am bmited. I can’t do 
two men’s work. I can only do my own.” 
Since assu nru ng his du ties, Dey has taken 
step s to imp rov e the p obce dep artment’s 
image and p u bbc relatio ns. On Dec 26 he 
issu ed 
sev eral 
additio ns 
to 
the 
dep artment’s 
Ru les 
and 
Regu latio ns, 
deabng mainly with matters of co u rtesy , 
demeano r and p ersonal ap p earance. 
Howev er one ru le, restricting sidebu rn 
and mu stache length, was rescinded after 
Dey determined that legally he cou ld not 
gov ern su ch areas u nless they had a direct 


bearing on an o fficer’s p erfo rmance of 
du ty . 
One p lanned change according to Dey , is 
a “weigh-in ” Dey said he wou ld bke to 
weigh offic“ers and set weight standards 
p ro p o rtio nate 
to 
height.

said 
ov erweight officers wou ld be giv en a time 
bmit in which to lose ex cess weight 
Tu rning to allegations of co rru p tio n 
within the dep artment, Dey told The 
Democrat-Cap ital that he is not aware of 
sp ecific incidents of co rru p tio n. He said he 
has interv iewed three officers concerning 
citizen comp laints. 
When deabng with comp laints against

WASHINGTON 
— Most Senate and 
House bills are written by staff assistants. 
The important details are all too frequently 
known 
only 
to themselves and 
other 
staffers, who advise their bosses how to 
vote. 


No member has the 
time to research, write 
or frequently even to 
study tis own bills, let 
alone those of others. 


Even if they had the 
will, which most con­ 
gressmen 
don't, 
they 
couldn't possibly read, 
digest and analyze the 
data necessary 
to 
make 
intelligent 
decisions on the thousands of measures 
presented each session. 


The average senator, belongs to 16 
committees and subcommittees. It is not 


Cromley 


unusual to see these committees meet with 
two, three or four legislatOTs present. The 
Senate and House floors are largely empty 
most of the time as most bills are being 
debated. Some measures pass, or are 
radically amended with a handful of 
members present. 


Congress is thus, in a very real sense, run 
by its staff assistants. And here is the rub 
The pubbc doesn’t know who these men 
are 
We don’t know their conflicts of 
interest, 
their 
personal 
biases, 
their 
connections, their abilities or weaknesses. 
They remain largely hidden behind their 
committee chairman or the individual 
senator or representative they sep/e. We 
don’t regularly see them on television and 
we get no chance to vote on them. 


Though the committee staffers write 
some very influential reports, these are not 
normally researched for accuracy by the 
lawmakers under whose name they appear 
Neither the members of Congress nor the 
public usually know how sound or how 


frivolous the data is on which conclusions 
are reached in staff studies 


We hear reports from time to time on the 
power of the bureaucracy in the executive 
branch of the federal government — how in 
some considerable measure these men and 
women are a government unto themselves. 


The situation in the Senate and House is 
worse, 


P’or sizable numbers, staff jobs on 
Capitol Hill are a Ufetime career If the 
member they work for retires, or fails of 
reelection, they move on to a new boss or 
to a committee staff position 


Once head of a committee staff they 
gain, by default, awesome power over what 
laws are written. An acquaintance in one 
such slot recently turned down an offer to 
head 
one 
of 
the 
major 
independent 
agencies of this government. He did so in 
large measure, he told me, because it 
would have meant a step down in actual 
influence, though a sizjible step upward on 
paper 


Among these staffers there are men and 
women 
Uke 
my 
friend 
with 
super 
backgrounds 
and ability which would 
quaUfy 
them 
for 
high-level 
posts 
in 
government or private life. But a good 
many 
of 
these 
assistants 
have 
little 
experietKe in the world they legislate for. 
A hefty percentage have such limited 
backgrounds they must deal in theories and 
goals; they are frequently unaware of the 
effects that seemingly minor requirements 
in the bills they write can have on our lives, 
our incomes and our jobs 


A random study of the bi(^raphies of 
dozens of staff assistants indicates that 


1-many have moved from the academic 
world or mibtary service, to Congress with 
a number of years sandwiched between in 
one rather low ranking job or another 


The above paragraphs clarify recent 
findings that excessive Senate and House 
time is spent writing new bills to correct 
bumbles in laws passed a year or more 
previously.

The family farm 


Since 19 59, the number of family- 
owned and operated farms has 
fallen from more than 4 million to 
2,820,000 
and 
the 
precipitous 
decline continues. In part, this 
reflects 
the 
abandonment 
of 
marginal, inefficient 
farm s 
but 
often the disappearance has been 
due simply to an inequitable tax 
situation. 


Under 
federal 
law, 
all 
land 
including farm land is valued for 
estate-tax purposes at the “ fair 
market value” that it might have if 
put to its most lucrative use. Land 
used for growing potatoes, hay, or 
even soybeans may be worth much 
more if sold for development as a 
shopping center, housing tract, or 
factory site. On that basis, the 
estate tax, on a farm may be 
crushing in terms of the income 
that the farm produces and thereby 
leave the farm er’s heirs with no 
alternative 
but 
to 
sell 
to 
a 
developer in order to get the ready 
cash to pay the tax. 


In a speech to the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, Presi­ 
dent Ford recently proposed a 
tax change that would ease the 
problem. The President suggests 
that the tax due on small farm or 
business properties should not be 
paid until five years after the death 
of the owner — and then the tax 
could be stretched out over a 
period of 20 years. 


The Ford proposal if adopted by 
Congress 
would 
alleviate 
the 
problem but not really resolve it. 
What is needed is a system under 
which farm land would be valued 
for 
tax 
purposes 
only 
at 
its 
optimum agricultural value and not 
its “ fair market value” if it were 
converted 
to 
industrial, 
com­ 
mercial. or residential use. Only 
this kind of reform can remove 
the 
heavy 
hand 
of 
the 
tax- 
collector 
and, 
ultimately, 
the 
“ developer."

The businessman peer­ 
ed ominously at the t<^ 
polic'eman on the case, 
and warned that if the 
thieves got away with 
his money. “ I’U have the 
press crucify you.” 


“ Oh. Lord,” I thought.

ing

of

ing an image of an American press that can 
be manipulated by any greedy s o b who 
wants to crucify someone.” 


I sat around later thinking how that one 
TV Une would feed the passions and 
prejudices 
of 
people 
who 
think 
the 
American press is just an over-powerful, 
irresponsible, vindictive mass of clods who 
drive presidents out of office, consign CIA 
agents to their deaths and otherwise render 
this democracy naked to its enemies. 


By the Ume I went to bed I had resolved 
to do a bit of reflecting, even predicUng. 
soon on the future of the free press in this 
country. 


Well, what better Ume to do that 
reflecUng than when one of the naUon’s 
great newspapers, my own Chicago Daily 
News, is celebrating its 100th birthday? 


Anyone who looks at the prizes the Daily 
News has won, the crooks it has sent to jail, 
the worthy public insUtuUons to which it^ 
has given vital support over the last 
century, knows that it is a prime reason 
why we Americans can boast of having the 
best newspapers on earth 


If you look at any other of the many fine 
newspapers that grace America, it isn t 
hard to conclude they are the best because 
they have been the freest 


But we in the press would be ostriches 
with our heads buried in our own bylines if 
we did not worry that the freedoms may 
one day vanish — and the excellence with 
it. 


There are thoughtful, educated people 
out there complaining that "it hurt us and 
democratic forces everywhere, and helped 
the Communists” when the U.S. press 
disclosed that the CIA has been giving large 
sums of money to anti-Communist parties 
in Italy. Some of the same people are 
unhappy that American newsmen would 
reveal CIA involvement in supporting two 
facUons in the Angolan civil strife. 


Sure the Soviet Union is pumping money 
into Italy; money and arms into Angola; 
interfering in the affairs of dozens of other 
countries. But nobody in the Soviet press 
ever mentions it publicly, embarrassing 
those in Angola, Italy, Chile who are the 
agents of world communism. 


So some Americans are caught up in that 
aged debate over whether a free, open

forbids 
disclosure of any official action that might 
embarrass the dictatorship abroad, 


I fear that lots of Americans are of a 
mood to become proof that tyrannies force 
their enemies to emulate them.

Talks resume on plan 
to create grain reserve 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Soviet Union may import less 
grain oVer the next five years 
if the Russians reduce bvestock 
inventories and tighten their 
belts, an Agriculture Depart­ 
ment analyst said today 
David M Schoonover, of the 
department’s 
Economic 
Re­ 
search Service, cautioned, how­ 
ever. that much will depend on 
whether the Soviet Union will 
have normal weather and good 
grain harvests so that it can 
rebuild depleted stockpiles 
‘ But then weather is rarely 
normal." Sc-hoonover said "A c­ 
tual trade is likely to continue 
to be greatly affected by weath­ 
er, at least during the next sev­ 
eral years." 
The analysis, based on Rus­ 
sia s announced new five-year 
ec-onomic plan for 1976-1980, 
was in a weekly issue of "Fo r­ 
eign Agriculture ” pubbshed to­ 
day by the department 
"Should goals of the plan be 
met, U S a i 
dependence 
on 
grain imvorls might decline, 
while its imports of bvestock 
products, and possibly oilseeds 
and their products, might in­ 
crease." Schoonover said 
Further, only tentative con­ 
clusions can be drawn now 
from 
the 
Soviets’ 
five-year 
goals and the bmited informa­ 
tion on agricultural production, 
he said 
During the four vears pnor to 


1975-1976. the Soviet Union im­ 
ported an average of about 12 
milbon metnc tons a year of 
all grains 
from all 
foreign 
sources A metnc ton is 2^05 
pounds 
The new plan aims at reduc­ 
ing that import volume, even if 
it means buying foreign meat 
and other bvestock products. 
Sc'hoonover said 
"Whether these goals can be 
achieved, however, hinges on 
the extent to which Soviet con­ 
sumer demands can be re­ 
strained and on much better 
grain-growing weather than has 
otTurred 
in 
the 
past 
five 
years," he said 


A short crop estimated at 137 
million tons — far below Mos­ 
cow's initial 1975 goal of 219.7 
million — forced Russia to buy 
an estimated 28 milbon tons of 
foreign grain this season, in­ 
cluding 13.2 million tons from 
the United States 


The poor 1975 harvest also re­ 
sulted in a new five-year agree­ 
ment to supply Russia with six 
milbon to eight milbon tons of 
U S. wheat and corn annually, 
beginning next Oct 1 


Schoonover said the agree­ 
ment "puts the United States in 
a position to continue" supply­ 
ing sizable quantities of grain 
to the Soviet Union durir^ the 
time the new five-year plan is 
in effect.

By DON KEN D A LL 
AP Farm Writer 
ASHINGTON (AP) - An 
international panel is resuming 
talks in London on a possible 
framework for creating world 
food grain reserves, a plan that 
one senior Agriculture Depart­ 
ment official says has not been 
warmly received by many of 
the richer nations. 
The three-dav meeting start­ 
ing today, the latest in a series, 
is being held under the aus­ 
pices 
of 
the 
International 
Wheat Council and includes 
representatives from importing 
countries as well as those that 
handle most of the exports in 
world trade. 
Meanwhile, a USDA study 
says the department needs to 
become more directly involved 
in the development of U .S. pol­ 
icy aimed at helping needy 
countries improve their agricul­ 
ture 
Assistant Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Richard E . Bell, who 
oversees USDA's international 
qffairs and commodity pro­ 
grams, is a U S. delegate at the 
London meeting 
He told re­ 
porters 
before 
leaving 
this 
weekend that he was "not par­ 
ticularly expecting ” any deci­ 
sions on world food reserves at 
the meeting 
The U.S. proposal, which Bell 
said "is still on the table’ for 
discussion, calls for a reserve 
of 30 milbon metric tons of 
wheat and rice. A metric ton is 
2j205 pounds. 
But the U S proposal also 
cabs for each country to ac­ 
quire and maintain its own 
share of the reserve and rejects 
the idea of an internationally 
held and managed supply. 
With larger harvests the past 
year in many countries, much 
earber enthusiasm for estab- 
bshing world food reserves of 
grain appears to have decbned. 
"There continues to be a lack 
of real support around in the 
various countries for an inter­ 
national system, not only in 
Western Europe but in Japan 
and in the other exporting 
countries.” Bell said 
"That’s not to say that coun­ 
tries in Western Europe and 
Japan do not consider that 
there needs to be a reserve pro­ 
gram," he said. “ But I think 
there’s a question of whether or 
not 
it 
needs 
to 
be 
inter- 
nationabzed." 
Some Europeans, Bell said, 
appear to think that it would be 


better for each country to begin 
with its own national reserve 
pri^ram before setting up an 
international system 
The question of world food re­ 
serves aside, a “ Young Execu­ 
tives Comnuttee” 
of USDA 
says the department “ should 
seek to become a more active 
participant in the U S. foreign 
agricultural assistance pobcy 
determination process." 
In an annual report, the com­ 
mittee said the department “ is 
often not included in the pobcy 
determination" meetings con­ 
ducted by other departments 
such as state and treasury 
"As a result, USDA is a rela­ 
tively passive provider of ex­

PI'TTSBURGH (AP) - The 
cheers of “ We’re Number One” 
quickly changed to “ Defense, 
Defense” as pobce moved in. 
And soon the thousands were 
on their way, thwarted by po- 
Uce from the kind of lengthy 
demonstration that has marked 
this town which bkes to cele­ 
brate in a grand way the vic­ 
tories of its sports teams. 
This time, the city’s pobce 
force, mindful of past celebra­ 
tions, moved quickly to control 
thousands who jammed the 
downtown in sub-freezing tern-' 
peratures after the Pittsburgh 
Steelers’ Super Bowl victory. 
“ 'This was much better than 
last year,” Pobce Supt. Robert 
Cdl said about 8:30 p.m. Sun­ 
day as he surveyed quiet but 
Uttered Liberty Avenue, where 
most of the 190 arrests were 
made. 
The arrest total wasn’t much 
lower than last year’s 224 fol 
lowing the Steelers’ first Super 
Bowl victory, but this year’s 
outpouring was several hours 
shorter and relatively more 
contained. 


Last year, fans cbmbed atop 
buses and threatened to rock 
one bus over. This year all 
buses were diverted from the 
downtown. In addition, pobce 
moved more quickly to close in­ 
coming bridges. 
About a dozen of those ar­ 
rested Sunday sustained minor 
injuries, and at least one was 
bitten by a pobce dog. Last 
year, 35 persons were taken to 
hospitals, including nine pobce- 
men. 


Even before Sunday’s game 
was over in Miami, about 300 
pobcemen in riot helmets and 
carrying three-foot night sticks 
took their positions on deserted 
downtown streets. Pobce cars, 
vans and trucks dominated the 
sparse traffic. 


By 6 p.m. the crowds arrived 
and the pobce took action. 
First, the city was sealed off 
from 
traffic. 
Bridges 
were 
closed, buses and trolleys di­ 
verted.

Covert actions needed, 
Ford says in interview 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Ford has told Time maga­ 
zine he “ strongly■’ supports 
covert intelligence operations 
abroad and is ready to meet 
the challenge of Ronald Reagan 
in the presidential primaries. 


In an interview in the maga­ 
zine’s current edition. Ford 
said he didn t know how a pres­ 
ident could conduct effective 
foreign policy without some de 
gree of covert actions but that 
Congress and the public should 
be wary of possible abuses. 


He 
said 
no commitments 
would be made in his adminis­ 
tration without consulting at 
least a sizable number of mem­ 
bers of Congress. 
Regarding Reagan. Ford was 
confident 


“ I like a good fight, and it 
will be a gocS one," Ford said. 
" I don’t have any fear or ap­ 
prehension I sleep very well. 


Asked if he thought he could 
eliminate Reagan from the 
race in the first two or three 
primaries. Ford replied: 


“ I think we have got a 
chance But even if we don’t, 
we look at the rest of the 
states, either primaries or con­ 
ventions, and I think we are in 
pretty good shape." 


Ford said his principal differ- 
ent-es with Reagan were their 
approach to the federal budget 
and Reagan’s proposal to trans­ 
fer billions of doglars worth of 
federal programs to the states. 


COLUMBIA. Mo. 
(AP) - 
Like an evangelist whipping up 
a tent revival congregation, 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey chal­ 
lenged Missouri Democrats Sat­ 
urday night to make “ America 
grow and expand to be what it 
ought to be.” 
“ America needs a rebirth of 
its spiritual vitality. We need to 
believe in ourselves again," the 
Minnesota Democrat said to 
what party leaders called “ the 
largest crowd ever attending a 
Democratic 
dinner 
in

souri ’’ 
Humphrey’s sermon included 
some fire and brimstone for the 
Republican administration of 
V*Tes\denl Gerald Ford, who 
“ has vetoed every single piece 
ot legislation designed to put 
people back to work ’ 
He said a statement by for­ 
mer California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, that those unhappy 
with the situation in their states 
should simply move to another, 
was “ the most callous, brutal, 
political statement I've heard 
in the 20th century ." 
The former vice president 
arel one time presidential nomi- 
neee came to mid-Missouri to 
honor his Senate colleague of 21 
years, Stuart Symington of Mis­ 
souri, who has announced that 
he will not seek a fifth term in 
November 


Contrasting with Humphrey’s 
oratory were the quiet remarks 
of the 74-year-old Symington, 
who said he wants to ’’go some­ 
place where I can put my feet 
up and think awhile." 
Looking every bit a U.S. sen­ 
ator, Symington said his years 
in government had been “ thrill­ 
ing 
“ Yor have given me the fin­ 
est life that any man could 
have," he said. 
Symington, a native of Mary­ 
land, first won Senate election 
in 1952, defeating then Atty. 
Gen. J.E Taylor, who was en­ 
dorsed by President Harrv S. 
Truman, in the primary, then 
o v erwh elmin g th e Rep u b lican 
incumbent. Sen. James Kem, 
by 150.000 votes 
He announced last April that 
he would not run again, saying 
his political ambitions had been

Las Vegas wary of con artists 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - 
The con game went like clock­ 
work By the time operators of 
the major Las Vegas casino re­ 
alized 
they 
extended 
heavy 
credit to the wrong people, they 
were out about $500,(X)0. 


The men who set up the 
“ scam” in 1972 — using false 
or stolen identification papers 
and establishing themselves as 
high-rolling gamblers who al­ 
ways covered their losses — 
eventually wound up in prison 


But since then other clubs 
have been hit by similar credit 
scams and the newer cases re­ 
main open 


The casino industry and slate 
g a m i n g 
authorities 
have 
launched a series of new steps 
to block the credit frauds. 
But one top casino executive 


says a carefully planned con 
game can be tough to stop and 
"unfortunately you usually spot 
these guys after you've been 
had.” 


Here’s how the credit scam 
works Free-spending gamblers 
ask for credit so they can take 
their chances at the gaming ta­ 
bles. Checks by the club of the 
gamblers 
papers, bank ac­ 
counts and other credit data 
turn up nothing suspicious. 


The con men visit the club off 
and on for a period of several 
months, always paying off loss­ 
es and gradually building up 
credit limits to five-or six-fig­ 
ure amounts. 


Or they'll work with an “ in­ 
side" man who has authority to 
grant credit almost immediate-

Diet will help 


a hiatal hernia 


Dea r Dr. La mb — I am 31 
years 
old 
and 
have 
two 
children. The last child was a 
frank breech. I was sick a long 
time after the delivery and 
about two years later the doctor 
found out I had a hiatal hernia 
I had lost about 40 pounds by 
then. 
The doctor said I had acid up 
to my throat. I had surgery one 
and half years ago and I did 
improve. Now I think the hernia 
repair is almost healed 
I was never put on a diet. The 
doctor said I could eat anything 
that agreed with me. I was 
wondering if there is a diet for 
hiatal hernia problems? 
Dea r Rea der — Hiatal hernia 
is simply part of the stomach 
sliding through an enlarged hole 
in the diaphram into the chest 
cavity. With this condition the 
normal closure of the opening 
to the stomach is faulty and acid 
tends 
to 
leak 
into 
the 
esophagus, as your doctor said 
in your case, up to your throat 
Such hernias are common in 
women 
during 
pregnancy 
because 
of 
the 
increased 
pressure 
in 
the 
abdomen 
literally squeezing the normal 
contents 
in 
the abdominal 
cavity 
through 
the 
normal 
opening in the diaphram. The 
hole returns to normal size and 
the 
hernia 
often disappears 
after pregnancy. In your case it 
must have persisted. 
Surgery does help in some 
cases of hiatal hernia. The 
problem is that correcting the 
size of the hole in the diaphram 
and 
other 
aspects 
of 
the 
operation 
really 
does 
not 
correct the function of the 
sphincter 
mechaism 
at 
the 


opening of the stomach. So the 
hernia may be corrected but the 
leaky sphincter problem may 
persist. 


The importance of a diet in 
hiatal hernia is to help limit the 
amount of acid formed by the 
stomach. Avoiding coffee, tea 
and 
caffeine-containing 
cola 
drinks 
is 
important 
as 
is 
avoiding alcohol, particularly 
before bedtime. 


A person with hiatal hernia 
should eat small meals more 
frequently, without getting on 
an eating routine that causes 
obesity. In fact the obese person 
with liatal hernia is wise to use 
diet and exercise measures to 
lose weight. 
It is important to wait at least 
two hours after eating before 
lying down. That will give your 
stomach a chance to empty and 
there will be less acid material 
to leak back into the esophagus 
There is a lot more to taking 
care of your hiatal hernia than 
just eating small meals. You 
need to have the head of the 
bed elevated and avoid lying 
flat. 
People with this problem 
should avoid havir^ anything 
tight or constricting around the 
abdomen. 
Tight 
belts 
and 
girldes are common offenders 
Any 
ctivity 
that 
requires 
bending 
over, 
head 
down, 
should be avoided. That posture 
presses on the contents of the 
abdomen and acid material in 
the stomach leaks out of the top 
of the stomach. 
Antacid medicines help but 
the life style is very important 
in managing to anyone with 
hiatal hernia problems. (N EA)

They'll either convert 
their chips into cash at the ca­ 
sino ’’cage" or they 11 peddle 
the chips at a cut rate to other 
gamblers. 


Or 
the 
con 
men 
might 
gamble heavily. One wins big 
and the other loses his shirt. 
The loser disappears, leaving 
his credit “ markers" behind 
The winner can skip town too 
— or he can simply pay off his 
markers, pocket winnings and 
look for a new sucker 
.■\gent Dennis Gomes says the 
cons are usually the work of or­ 
ganized crime figures and not 
independents. He adds that the 
gaming industry and author­ 
ities have learned the hard way 
from the scams, and “ I’d say 
we re at least as sophisticated 
now as they are " 
But Gomes says more help is 
needed to deal with the prob­ 
lem 
Gaming 
officials 
have 
added 
accountants, 
lawyers.

Children from fam ilies whose income is at or below those shown are eligible for free 


m eals and free extra milk, or reduced price meals In addition, families not meeting this 


criteria but with other unusual expenses due to unusually high medical expenses, 


shelter costs in excess of 30 percent of income, special education expenses due to the 


mental or physical condition of a child, and disaster or casualty losses ore urged to 


apply 


Application forms are being sent home in a letter to parents Additional copies are 


availab le at the principal's office in each school. The information provided on the 


application is confidential and will be used only for the purpose of determining 


eligilaility Applications may be submitted any time during the school year 


In certain cases foster children are also eligible for these benefits If a fam ily has 


foster children living with them and wishes to apply for such meals and milk for them, 
they should contact the school 


If a fam ily member becomes unemployed or if fam ily size changes, the fam ily should 


contact the school 
Such chanaes may make the children of the fam ily eligible for 
reduced price m eals or for free meals and free extra milk 


In the operation of child-feeding programs, no child will be discriminated against 
because of race, sex, color, or national origin 


Under the provision of the policy, the childs building principal will review applications 


and determine eligibility If g pgrent is dissatisfied with the ruling of the official, he mgy
